EXCLUDED. UN DOCUMENTS ON ITEM AND RES ADOPTED WITHHELD 
FROM GOVTS BECAUSE OF CONFIDENTIALITY REQUIRED BY ECOSOC 
RES 1503 WHICH ESTABLISHED PROCEDURE. RELEVANT UN RES AND 
DOCUMENTS CONTAINING COMMUNICATIONS CITING PORTUGAL FOR
